Losing his suit for $5000 damages, 
George W. Jackson has not lost all 
hope of recovering for injuries suatain- 
ed at the hands of Charles Rozelle, laalt 
Auguat, for his attorneys have detet^- 
mined to enter a motion for new trial. 
Jackson was going Panaai and Johnson, 
Fox Lake hotel owners aa parties ra- 
sponsible for the attack upon him by 
Rozelle. 

Verdict of the Jurors waa rendered 
before 6 o'clock Tuesday, only half an 
houi- after they retired. They prac- 
ticially agreed on acquittal of the de- 
fendants within fifteen minutes, they 
said but further discussion waa held to 
clear up all mooted points. 

In his suit, Jackson alleged that 
Rozelle had been made intoxicated by 
the liquor sold in the Panasi hotel bar. 
and asserted that the assailant, unpro-- 
yoked, attacked him with an open knifi 
inflicting severe wounda. 

Evidence introduced by the defend-,- 
ants placed other light on the circum-[ 
stances. Witnesaesawore that Jackson 
waa himself in a fighting mood and that- 
after an altercation, he shot a abort-' 
arm jabat Rozelle, knocking the latter' 
to the ground. 

A real fight ensued in which Rozelle 
drew his knife. Inatead of the wound' 
in the back being the first one, aa' 
claimed by Jackaon who aaid he waa as- 
saulted from the rear, witnesaes swore 
that that injury was the result ofthe! 
last blow struck. One of the men who! 
aided in separating the two, testified 
that the men were face to face and that 
Rozelle struck while his. wriat was held 
pinned under Jackson's arm, and that 
the knife could not be pulled out of the 
letter's body until the wounded man's 
arm was jerked from its position. 
Wounds on the face were gashes alaah- 
ed early in the aet to, it was atated. 

Those who have been following the 
case closely were not surprised at the 
deciaion of the jury, the charge againat 
the hotel ownera aeeming to be one too 
remote, in view of the conflicting testi- 
mony. The fact that Jackaon had been 
paid $150 by Rozelle, in order that the 
latter might be releaaed, operated 
againat the plaintiflf. 

Attorneys for the latter base their 
contention for a new trial on exclusion 
of certain evidence for the plaintiff and 
introuction of certain evidence for the 
defense which they declare should have

David Franklin baa been criticized. 
Why? Well, the answer Isn't hard. 
He la an Idealist who believes that his 
Idealism can bo realized only after tho 
proof has been adduced that It really 
la Idealism. Consequently Mr, Hous- 
ton Is not a dreamer of dreams whoao 
fabrics are baaelcas. Ho Is of Scotch 
blood and Is hard headed, and aa a 
result n good many of tho visionaries 
of tbo country who see glory gliding 
the castles which they rear In the air, 
cannot understand why the secretary 
■of OKrIculturo does not Instantly seo 
tbo domes and minarets of their fan- 
■ry'B building "burning with tho splen- 
dor of noonday," 

Tho department of agriculture, since 
yir. Houston took hold of It, has 
broadened tho field of Its endeavora. 
Many things have been done. Some 
of them are things which the dream- 
4>rH of the years have urged should bo 
done. Everything bearing a traco of 
tbo Imprint of worthiness that has 
1)een suggested has been subjected to 
tbo teat of critical analysis. Some of 
tho dreamers have boon disappointed 
liecauso this thing or that thing haa 
not been done, but they may know 
that the test has been applied and that 
tho proof of lasting worthiness has 
been lacking. 

There aeoms to bo a sort of general 
Impression that Secretary Houston la 
n cold man. Tho presumption of his 
coldness comes unquestionably from 
the fact that ho Is bo Intensely scien- 
tific nnd analytical. The visionaries 
gO' to him bubbling over with their 
dreams of what can bo done to bring 
tho millennium of their desires to farm 
and field. They are so convinced that 
tho vision they have seen from the 
mountain tops Is real that they count 
tho man who listens hut declines In- 
stant nnd exuberant acceptance of tho 
truth of their dreams, as a man who 
Ja cold and unroaponslve. Little do 
they know, at any rate for a long time, 
that somo of these dream recitals are 
remembered and studied and that If 
thoy bear up under tho study plans 
are laid to make them a l-oallty.

They Immediately 
nolLllled him that It would not bo noc- 
oBHary to withdraw tho agent. The 
state legislature went even further, 
and passed a unanimous resolution In- 
dorsing tho agricultural department's 
work In the state." 

Now It must bo understood that 
when somo members of congress can- 
non do what they like In tho way of 
Influencing tho beads of the govern- 
ment departments they can resort, If 
they want to, to tho potty revenge of 
opposing necessary appropriations for 
enlarging the good work of tho depart- 
ment whoao secretary has Incensed 
thorn. Secretary Houston never seems 
to have worried much about tho ap- 
pr(JipriatIon matter as it might be af- 
fected by tho action of men who "know 
what they wanted and couldn't get it." 
Tho truth Is that tbo motives of men 
usually aro made plain when It comes 
to ontagonizlng good work, and most 
men aro afraid to havo tholr motives 
turned to tho sun. Tho result la that 
courageous secretaries of departments 
in Washington usually have no trouble 
because thoy have dared to stand out 
against purely political Importunities. 
David Franklin Houston was abso- 
lutely unknown in political clVcles- 
whiDn President Wilson called him to 
Washington. Ho was known, however, 
to educatora and to aclontlflc men gen- 
erally all over tho United SUtea.

Internal Revenue Secret Service Is DoingWell 

WASHINGTON.— The new "aecret service" of the United States bureau » of 
Internal revenue has been In full operation for several months. Placed 
uponi a permanent basis by an executive order of tho secretary of tho treas- 
ury, the "flying squad" of special 
agents Is becoming one of the most 
picturesque of the many government 
organizations charged with secret du- 
ties. 

The ofilclal statement announcing 
the permanent organization of this 
body stated that the success of a 
temporary body of secret service 
agents had demonstrated the value 
of such a force. Through the activi- 
ties of tho organization tho bureau 
baa unearthed many frauds against 
the government which might otberwlso have gone undetected. The state- 
ment continued: 

"Tlieae ofllcers will be the. personal representatives of tho commlsaloner 
and, In fact, will be his eyes and eara throughout tho country. Violators of 
tbo law, or unfaithful employees of the government, If there be any, will not 
know when tbo eyes of the commissioner are upon them. 

'These agents will be sent Into any part of tho country where the com- 
missioner haa reason to believe thai fraud Is being committed which It la 
Impoialble for the regular revenue ofllcers to uncover. Revenue ofilcers are 
largCjIy known In their districts, and a atrange, unldentlfled peraon may he 
able to detect Irregularities where regular officers may fall, 

'iTbls action reduces to permanent form tho temporary policy which has 
been I followed and which has unearthed numerous frauds on the revenues. 
It waa through the work of a number of almllar agents temporarily appointed, 
that Ibo vast oleomargarine frauds wore brought to light. The organization 
of this force is no refiectlon on the regular Internal revenue force, but is 
Intended to promote the general welfare and eniclency of tho service."

Intrjoduction Broker Busy in National Capitol 

SE>]rATORS and members of tho house have been discussing with surprise, 
not to mention Indignation, a report that an "introduction broker" has 
been doing a thriving business In the capltol since the beginning of the 
present session. As in cases of tho 
numcfrous petty grafters who Infest 
the capltol, it haa been found extreme- 
ly dl^cult to catch this mau "with the 
goods." 

Quotations on Introductions, ac- 
cording to tho gossip, were $25 for a 
senatlor and $5 for a member of tho 
hou8(^. The rates are varied In ac- 
cordance with the Influence of tho 
senatJor or representative to whom the 
Introduction was sought and the poign- 
ancy of the dealre of the person seek- 
ing tbo introduction. It Is understood that a cabinet olllcer may be mot in 
this formal way for $100, although contracts of thla character are taken. It 
ia saM, on a contingent fee of smaller proportions, bacauao cabinet offlcors 
aro not so available as mcmbcra of congress. 

Thla operator was doing verj' well until he tried to "take In too much 
territory." He agreed to introduce a client to a certain public man. They 
reached the man nnd when tho Introduction was accompllabed, tho public 
man turned to the Introducer and asked him his name.and whom he rep- 
resented. This made the client suspicious and he subsequently told all 
about the "broker." S, 

Washington has a number of characters of this type, some of whom 
work] among the politicians and others among society folk. As in every 
other city where society plays a big part, there are Innumerable society 
brokers In Washington. They work a bit moro cleverly than tho "introduc- 
tion broker" of the capltol, but they work more slowly.

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Old Glory Now Being "Made in America" of Cotton 

OLD GLORY, to which the patriotic American doffs his hat oa typifying the 
spirit of America, Is In about nine cases out of ten not a domestic article. 
For over since Botsy Ross made her first American flag, tho official emblem 

of the country and all Its auxiliary 
banners that fly from thousands of 
public buildings, army posts and 
ships' masts have been made of wool- 
en bunting— practically all of It im- 
ported. 

In the future, however, a large 
proportion of tho government's flags 
will bo "made In America," from the 
planting of tho fiber to the sewing 
of the last stitch 'In the completed 
banner. This Is assured by tho action 
of the general supply committee of the 
govor^nment In listing spoclflcatlona for cotton flags side by side with those 
for Woolen hunting which has heretofore appeared alone; and by tho an- 
nouncement of tho treasury department, one of the heaviest uaora of flags 
among Uncle Sam'a family of departments, that It will in the future use cot- 
ton fliags almost exclualvely. 

Tho action of the supply committee Is not one of patriotism alone. When 
the European war put a atop to the exportation of cotton and there waa 
agitation for putting the South'a staple crop to now uses at home the com- 
mittob became interested In tho possibilities of cotton flags, but determined 
on riffld tests before any action should bo taken. Cotton flags were therefore 
madel up and placed on several of the revenue cutters, and samples of cot- 
ton-flag goods were sent to tbo United States bureau of standards for tests. 
Both iklnds of tests were highly favorable for cotton. The flags atood tho 
fltrairi of conatant use In all kinds of weather aa well aa flags of wool, the 
report from the revenue cutter service said.

A WORD ABOUT PEONIES 

PeonloH should bo planted In tho 
autumn early If they aro to do well 
the first year, October being tho 
bcBt time for tho work. They are 
not too particular as to soil; but 
in every caso this should be well dug 
to tho depth of 18 Inches, enriching 
it with manure, which should not. 
however, be allowed to come in con- 
tact with tho root In planting, but 
rather bo^mixcd with tho top soli, at 
tho distance uf a few Inches from the 
plant 

Peonies are propagated both by 
seed and by division; tho former plan, 
Iiowovor, is lengthy and troublesome, 
as tho majority of a batch of hybrids 
will be found worthlesB. and a largo 
plot of ground is necessary as a placo 
of trial. 

They can only be obtained true to 
name by division of the roots; but 
this should not bo attempted until the 
plant has been in ono place for two or 
throe years, as they do much better 
Vhen undisturbed, whon it will ma- 
ture fine shoots, which year by year 
increase in size until the peonies bo- 
como ono of tho grandest sights in 
the garden. 

During a drought jnsummor (par- 
ticularly when tho plant is young) on 
occasional soaking with water will 
boneOt the peony, and every spring 



(In March) a mulch of rich soil or 
hotbed material should ho laid over Its 
roots. 

When peonies aro grown In a sep- 
arate bed an edging of daffodils will 
bo effective with the crimson shoots 
of the peonies In April. The, foliage 
of many of theso plants turns in au- 
tumn to various shades of purple, 
bronzo and crimBon, when tho plants 
again become decorative; and it ia a 
mistake to cut oft the foliage of tho 
peony directly after flowering, as it 4* 
Is noccssary to tlie plant while ma- 
turing its growth for next season and 
makes a mass of not undccoratlve 
green. 

Tall lilies can be grown between 
tho peonies in a border, choosing tho 
hardiest varieties for a cold situation. 
Theso win make their way between 
tho foliage of the peonies and look 
very handsome after the peonies ceaso 
to bloom. 

Other suitable plants for masalng 
with peonies aro the tall blue and 
whito delphiniums, Campanula pcrsl- 
clfolla (In blue or wblto^, pyrcthrums, 
aqulleglas, ietc, all of which ■ aro 
perennials. Carnations aro attrac- 
tlvo massed with peonies, and will 
do well with tho same cultivation as 
tho pconlos; For a bouquet for the 
homo, these splendid flowers aro 
unlQuo when cut with long stems and 
arrange in a bowl with plenty of 
tholr own follago to set them oti.

Asparagus plumosus is one of tho 
most beautiful pot plants. The dark 
green leaves are laceilko and flnofor 
cutting. 

Asparagus sprengerl is for vases, 
hanging baskets and brackets. Tho 
branches droop gracefully in long, 
delicate lacoUko sprays and are occa- 
sionally covered with delicate swcot- 
^conted white blossoms Svhlch are suc- 
ceeded by scarlet berries. 

If you have not provided yourself 
with a hanging basket thoy can be had 
already arranged from tho florist. 
There is nothing lovpllor. Oxalis bulbs 
mako pretty plants and for best ef- 
forts should have been bedded some- 
tlmo ago. 

Ono of tho best palms and tho quick- 
est growing la the Washington flllfera.
